Indications now seemto point to- 
ward a relatively quick settlement in 
the ongoing contract dispute between 
the Romulus teachers andthe Romu- 
lus Board of Education. 

Terry Bird, aRomulus High School 
teacher and spokesperson for the 
teachers, gave the first hint that a 
settlement may be imminent. 

When contacted to determine if 
Birdwishedto relate the teacher's side 
of the issues, he said, "At this time, | 
thinkit may be wise to put that on hold. 
It's our feeling that, at the last meet- 
ing, the Board was preparing to put 
forth a long-range proposal." 

Later, Dr. William Bedell, Super- 
intendent of Schools, was asked to 
comment on the feasibility of a not- 
too-distant settlement. 

"Yes, we are preparing an exten- 
sive proposal to be offered to the 
teachers," he said. "We feel that any 


teacherwillbe happywithit; however, ° 


they must be patient." 

He then explained that, legally, 
the proposal mustbe offeredinstages, 
adding that a substantial pay raise 
would be presented in the last stage 
of the proposal. 

Bedell continued, "It's our feel- 
ing that the teachers need to work 
more time. Now, this doesn't mean 
more classroom time, but more time 
in planning forthe children. We'llstill 
have a 180-day year, but the teach- 


ers will put in more hours each day. - - 


Also, we need more management 
controlin the schools." 

Bedellspoke ofthe future:"We're 
inthe midst of building schools of the 
twenty-first century. Therefore, we 
need contracts that will reflect new 
and different needs that will arise. 

"It's ourhope that, withimplemen- 
tation of these new schoolconcepts, 
along with a new teacher contract, 
we may pave the way for individual-

Basically, | visitwomenwho are about 
to undergo breast surgery, oralready 
have, and | show them different re- 
habilitation exercises. At the same 
time, | have an opportunity to talk to 
them about my experience. | think it 
helps them to talk to someone who 
has already had breast surgery and 
whose life has gone on... andeven 
got better!" Her relationship with her 
husband, Ken, was, naturally, affected 
by her surgery. The love was always 
there, she smiled, but the cancer ex- 
perience intensified it. 

"lwas fortunate to be surrounded 
by many loving and caring family 
members and friends during my sur- 
gery," Shank said. Some of these pre- 
cious care-givers were herthree sis- 
ters and their husbands; two nieces 
and four nephews; John Colina, the 
president of Central Distributors;

Late in the third quarter, Reggie 
Clemons broke loose for anoutstand- 
ing 23-yard run for a TD and Dev- 
ereaux's point after made the score 
14-6. 

The next series saw Devereaux 
connect on a 31-yard field goal, and 
the Eagles led 17-6 with six minutes 
to go inthe game. 

The defense, led by Eric Love, 
Charlie Dudonis, Rob Graham, and 
Mike Grube (the September Eagle of 
the Month), virtually stopped the 
Golden Eagles fromBrooklynoneach 
series. Their play in the first half is 
what is credited by the coaches as 
"saving" this game for us.

As | write this, it's 7:30 ona Sat- 
urday morning, and! know that most 
of those coaches andplayers did not 
gethome untilatleast1 a.m. lastnight, 
and who knows when or if they got to 
sleep, but they are all here, six hours 
later, to begin preparing for Adrian 
next week. 

When these kids and coaches 
went 0-9 last season, they made no 
"excuses." They simply said, "We 
didn't work hard enough to win any 
games." 

No one looked to blame anyone 
else; instead, they looked at each 
other and asked, "What are you go- 
ing to do to make us a better team?”

Allorders orjudgments of acircuit 
court in a child custody matter must 
be affirmedonappealunless the trial 
judge made findings of fact against 
the great weight of evidence or made 
a clear legal error on a major issue. 
The fact that the mother had tempo- 
rary custody of her minor child pur- 
suant with a temporary order in a di- 
vorce action does notpreventthe court 
from awarding custody to the father 
onthe basis thatitis inthe best inter- 
est of the child to do so. 

An appeals court will not reverse 
or modify a property division in a di- 
vorce action unless the appeals court 
determines thatit would have reached 
a different result had it occupied the 
positionofthe trialcourt. The objective 
in arriving at a property settlementis 
to attaina division whichis fairinlight 
of allthe circumstances. In making a 
division of property or an award of 
alimony, the court must examine the 
duration ofthe marriage, contributions 
of the parties to the joint estate, the 
parties’ station in life and earning 
abilities, fault or past misconduct.

Stop Signs 
By Officer Rick Schwartz, Romulus 
Police Department 

|frequently receive calls from resi- 
dents who wantstop signs erectedin 
order to stop speeders. Please read 
carefully the following regulations 
concerning the installation of these 
signs. 

STOP signs are one of the oldest 
methods of controlling traffic at inter- 
sections where the application ofthe 
normal right-of-way rule is unduly haz- 
ardous. Even though it is generally 
recognized that STOP signs are the 
mostrestrictive type of signing, there 
has beena steady growth in the pro- 
liferation ofunwarranted installations. 
Many of these installations have re- 
sultedfromrequests by local residents 
to control vehicle speeds in neighbor- 
hoods or for pedestrian safety. 

The unwarranted installation of 
STOP signs causes unnecessary 
stops, resulting in added brake wear, 
excessive fuel consumption, and 
added air pollution, as wellas breed- 
ing disrespect for all STOP signs. 

Because the STOP sign causes 
a substantial inconvenience to motor- 
ists, it should be used only where 
warranted. 

The Michigan Manual of Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices (MUTCD) pre- 
sents four conditions where STOP 
signs may be warranted:

* atthe intersectionofalessimpor- 
tant road with a main road where 
application of the normal right-of- 
way rule is unduly hazardous;

erected around the Country. While 
many people believe that STOP signs 
are the most effective way of control- 
ling speed and improving safety on 
residential streets, traffic and safety 
engineers disagree. They say that 
many of the STOP signs installed by 
towncouncils to placate neighborhood 
groups work to the disadvantage of 
the public. Traffic experts agree that 
unnecessary STOP signs: 
* cause accidents that they are de- 
signed to prevent; 
* breed contempt for other neces- 
sary STOP signs; 
* waste millions of gallons of gaso- 
line annually; 


* add tons of pollutants to the air; 

* create added noise pollution; and 
* increase, rather than decrease, 
speeds between intersections. 

The MUTCD lists the following 
conditions where STOP signs should 
not be installed: 

* onthrough roadways or express- 
ways; 

* onthe major street where two main 
highways intersect (unless atraffic 
engineering study justifies suchan 
installation); 

* indiscriminately at unprotected rail- 
road crossings; and 

* FOR THE SOLE PURPOSE OF
